Narrow Escape of Missionaries. 

Tho ‘following is the copy of a letter 
reevived by Archdeacon Banister, Church 
Missionary Society, from ov. ‘ Louis 
Byrde, wha wrote from Waehow oa the 
16th inst.:— 

You will be glad to hear that we are now 
safe and sound et Wuchow, having arrived 
yestouday, The rest of our party and most 
of our things cume today, We thank God 
that nune of us sre anythe worse for the try. 
ing experience, We were wrecked on the 
Yeung Ling Rapid, about thirty i above 
Chacping, une of the worst rapids un the 
river, if not the worst, by a bamboo raft 
collidiug with us. There was no one to 
blame except the raft people who had no 
business to come down a rapid when an 
other boat was coming ‘up. Woe wera 
nearly at the top of the rapid when the 
xtent mass uf Lambuo struck us, breaking 
ourenble and carrying us withfull farce 
upou the rocks, which ripped the bottom 
of vur boat tu picees so that we sank in 
very few seconds, This was fortunate, for 
otherwise wo would have been errried to 
the deop water'of the gorge bulow. They 
bout therefore grounded with tho water 
over the desks, and we got off in ting tszs, 
my wife saving a few dry things for tho 
babe, I mm too tired to-night to give s 
fall nccount. Later, we left for Chaoping, 
and on Friday started in a minute boat for 
Wuchow, arriving on Monday morning, 
Many things were stolen, ‘but muel: more 
destroyed by being in the water so long. 
To-day, we have begun to dry the dripping 
contents uf our cases, but what the state 
of the laat will-be {am afraid to contem- 
plate.
